CORNELL UNIVERSITY. 


The trustees of Cornell University are in 


session at Ithaca, to consider questions of 
interest to the university. Tho university 
was opened in 1SS8, in compliance with the 
law of Congress, which made it necessary to 
commence nt (hat timo,nnd before tho funds 
which could bo reached wero equal to the 
expenditures. 
AVith many liberal gifts from 


Messrs. MuGruw, Sage, Sibley, President 
White, and others, chiefly in buildings, the 
expenses still keep in advance of the income. 
Among the money donations to pay debts 
are 
fJL'd.OOO each from Messrs. 
AVhite, 


MoGraw, StUey, and Sago, nnd $7f>,00() 
from Mr. Cornell, besides his original grant 
of half n million of dollars secured by his 
own bond and collaterals amounting to 
.f 
|7i;>,'JUl). These securities, however, not 
being cash securities, nro not available to 
meet present requirements. The reputed 
debt is still about ^-"'jMO, owing to large 
expenses and outgo beyond the estimated 
incoiuo. 
Hitherto Mr. Cornell has been 


rendv to advance money ou each quarter 
day to meet pressing espouses, but the 
trustees feel that there must bo an end of 
this, nnd hence the present meeting; but 
apart from this, wo regret to sa^ that Mr. 
Cornell has been out of health since early 
June, and at times dangerously ill, though 
now better.
